Meanwhile, SEATO Secretary 
General Pote Sarasin called a 
meeting of council representa- 
tives to reassure ambassadors of 
seven other foreign countries 
that the Government overthrow 
in no way affects Thailand's 
commitments to the defense or- 
ganization. 

He also gave strong indications 
he has no intention of resigning 
the SEATO post to again return 
as head of an interim govern- 
ment. 

He held office from Sept. 21 to 
Dec. 31 but then bowed out in 
favor of Prime Minister Tha- 
nom Kittikachorn. 

With the collapse of the Gov- 
ernment, it was expected Prince 
Wan Waithvakorn will remain 
at the United Nations General 
Assembly as head of the Thai 
delegation despite the fact he no 
longer has the portfolio of For- 
eign Minister. Visut Attayuk, 
Acting Foreign Minister in the 
old Government, is retained as 
foreign affairs advisor to the 
junta. 

Setting down reasons for the 
sudden coup, a revolutionary 
proclamation explained that 
“Communist agents and hire- 
lings have disturbed and ob- 


structed the administration of 
the country.” 
The revolutionary party de-| 


clared that “it sincerely regrets” 


the decision to disband the As-' 


and throw out the 26- 
vear-oild Constitution. But 
said the old Constitution was 
“not good enough of a remedy 
for the present situation. It 
was on account of its defects 
that the former Government 
had to resign.” 

Still not clear is how fast the 
military group will move to 
ward rewriting the Conetitution. 
Without it, elections can be in- 
definitely delayed. 

In a country which has seen 
13 coup d’etats in 26 years the 
sudden development hardly 
caused a stir. 

King Bhumibol Adulyadej, 
earlier in the day signed a de- 
cree authorizing Sarit to seize 
power, quietly drove from his 
palace Monday night to attend 
a command performance of d. 
Arthur Rank’s “The Wind Can- 
not Read.” 

Despite the junta claims that 
communism is posing an imme- 
diate danger to the Southeast 
Asian kingdom, the real reason 
for the coupe is believed to be 
internal frictions within the 
army group.

Shunji Kobayashi, secretary of 
the Economic Cooperation Office 
of Japan's Asian Affairs Bureau, 
said Japan has the impression 
the United States prefers to con- 
tinue channeling assistance to 
nations in the area directly 
rather than through any re- 
gional arrangement. 


Japan long has been interest- 
ed in setting up a special devel- 
opment bank for Asia. 


The proposal is opposed by 
smaller Asian nations, delegates 
said, who fear it may iead to 
an unequal scramble for devel- 
opment funds, 


A Pakistan delegate said larg- 
er Asian countries might obtain 
the great share of any such 
funds, and the smaller countries 
would suffer. An Indian dele- 
gate said his country is opposed 
to the idea on the grounds that 
it might be considered a region- 
al bloc. 

Kobayashi said Japan is not 
abandoning the idea of a cen- 
tral fund for Asian develop- 
ment. 


The Colombo Plan as now or- 
ganized has no funds of its own. 
It simply provides a framework 
for cooperative development be- 
tween individual countries. 


Kobavashi said Japan is now 
thinking of a regional fund 
which would supplement the 
direct aid programs rather than 
be a substitute for them. 


He said the supplemental 
fund would help stimulate the 
flow of private foreign invest- 
ment into the area. Such for- 
eign investment is now lacking. 

The first delegations here 
will be joined next week by 
high officials and on Nov. 10 
will open a one-week-long min- 
isterial meeting. At this final 
session Secretary of State 
Dulles will be host to the for- 
eign ministers or finance min- 
isters of the remaining coun- 
tries, 


Body Formed 
To Protect 
Free Asia

Several prominent Japanese 
political leaders and ex-militarv- 
men yesterday formed the 
“League for the Protection of 
Free Asia” and urged the Gov- 
ernment to give stronger sup- 
port to Nationalist China. 

The League, which 
such figures as Kichisaburo 
Nomura, Japan’s “Pearl Har- 
bor” ambassador to Washington 
and now a member of the Upper 
House, said that if the Con, 
munists took over Taiwan, the 
Communist threat to Japan 
would be greatiy increased, 

The group, which hopes to 
gain nationwide membership, 
also warned that any recogni- 
tion of the Peiping regime by 
Japan Was dangerous, 

It called upon the Govern- 
ment to “carry out its respon- 
sibility as a member of the Free 
World.” 

The danger of the Communist 
threat has been intensified by 
the resumption of Communist 
shelling in the Quemoy area 
Monday, the group added.

America Won't 
Be Bullied: Ike; 
isle Debate Rages 


LOS ANGELES (AP)— 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower said Monday night 
that from Lebanon to 
Quemoy “those in the 
world who would do us 
harm know that America 
will not be bullied.” 


“They know that America 
will not countenance a_ ter 
ritorial expansion by force,” 
Fisenhower said. “They Know 
that America will not be 
bullied, 

“They know that America will 
not desert her friends.” 

“America is allergic to a> 
peasement. There will be no 
appeasing Communist aggres- 
sion while I am President, Tne 
record shows that for six years 
no new victim has fallen to 
Communist imperialism.” 

Eisenhower, in a major politi- 
cal speech here, said the record 
of his Administration “shows 
that during six years of serious 
international stress, America 
had remained at peace. God 
willing, we are going to satay at 
peace.” 

Turning to America’s allies, 
Eisenhower said: 

“To our own great power, we 
must add the resources of allies 
who, with us, belong to an ex- 
tensive system of collective se- 


curity. That system greatly in- 
creases the power of every 
member.” 


He urged the election of a Re- 
publican Congress to safeguard 
the wation’s future. 

In the hardest hitting political 
speech of his current campaign 
—if not of his entire political 
record — Eisenhower declared 
the Democrats can offer “only 
deadiocked government — gov- 
ernment that wages 


war on it- 
self,” 
Eisenhower flew into Cali- 


fornia in a frank effort to end 
feuding between the top Re- 
publican candidates—Sen. Wil- 
liam F. Knowland who is 
running for governor, and Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight, who is after 
Knowland’s Senate seat. 

He lit into the opposition 
under the label of “the Democrat 
Party”—a label that many mem- 
bers of the opposition resent. 
They insist on being called the 
Democratic Party. 

Referring to the Truman Ad- 
ministration, Eisenhower said 
that “for eight long years after 
World War Il there was inade- 
quate emphasis on the develop- 
ment of long-range ballistic mis- 
siles.” 

“In fact,” he said, “in no sin- 
gie year was more than a mil- 
lion dollars actually spent for 
this purpose until this Admin- 
istration took office. 

“One of my earliest acts was 
to start an exhaustive scientific 
study of missiles. This made 
our need crystal-clear—and all 
long-range ballistic missile re- 
search and development pro- 
grams were given the nation’s 
highest priority as to talent and 
money. 

“As a result, today the so-call- 
ed missile gap is being rapidly 
filled. The progress we have 
made on every type of missile 
and rocket should awaken the 
pride of every American citi- 
zen.” 


War Unlikely: Capehart 
WASHINGTON (UPI) —A 
member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, Sen. 
Homer E. Capehart (R-Ind.) 
said in an interview Tuesday 
that he did not feel the Chinese 
Reds were ready to start a war. 
A Democratic member of the 
committee, Sen. Wayne lL. 
Morse, of Oregon, said Monday 
the American people should de- 
mand that President Elisen- 
hower call a special session of 
Congress on the Quemoy crisis. 
At the same time, Morse said, 
the United States should let the 
Communists know it intends to 
defend Taiwan until the United 
Nations determines Taiwan's 
status in international law.

The best guess of many authorities here was that the Pei- 


ping regime had two reasons for 
suddeniy calling off the two- 
week-old ceasefire. They said, 
first, the Reds wanted to embar- 
rass Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles as he went into 
conference with President 
Chiang Kai-shek,. and, second, 
wanted to intimidate with Chi- 
nese Nationalists, 

The main Communist pur- 
pose, according to this view, 
would be to show with brutal 
directness that the Reds could 
turn on the shelling of Quemoy 
and turn it off any time they 
chose without regard to the 
opinions or military power of 
the United States. 

Dulles has characterized Red 
strategy as being to drive a 
wedge between the Nationalists 
and the United States; to this 
end they might be trying t> 
destroy Taiwan confidence in 
the United States’ ability to 
support Nationalist China,

Reds Issue 
Warning to 
Chiang Gov't

The official Chinese Commu- 
nist Party newspaper Peiping 
Peoples Daily yesterday warn- 
ed editorially that Red China 
will “take whatever steps it 
considers necessary” if Nation- 
alist China continues to refuse 
talks with Peiping. 

The warning came at the con- 
clusion of an editorial support- 
ing Peiping’s resumption of 
bombardment against the Na- 
tionalist-held offshore islands. 


The editorial, carried in a 
Peiping Radio broadcast heard 
here, said: 

“If the Chiang Kai-shek group 
continues to refuse participat- 
ing in peaceful talks (with Pei- 
ping) and obeys only orders 
from the United States, then it 
cannot complain if we take 
whatever steps we consider 
necessary.” 


It did not elaborate further. 

The editorial aiso charged 
that the Taiwan visit of U.S. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles is “Aimed at discussing 
the military situation (in the 
Taiwan Strait) and furthering 
the U.S.Chiang pact. We can 
no longer tolerate such action 
by the Chiang Kai-shek group.”

State of Siege Imposed 
In Bolivia After Revolt 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (UPI)—An 
armed revolt against the Gov- 
ernment of President Herman 
Siles Suazo broke out at dawn 
Tuesday and a state of siege was 
imposed on Bolivia. 


The revolt was attributed to 
the opposition Bolivian Socialist 
Falange (FSB). The state radio 
said four Falangist leaders were 
arrested, 

The radio said the Govern- 
ment controlled the situation 
and that the country was calm 
outside of La Paz. 

But it also urged members of 


the Government National Re- 
volutionary Movement (MNR) 


to take up arms against the re- 
bels. — 

At least two persons were re- 
ported killed in clashes during 
the early hours, 

Armando Arce, chief of the 
department of La Paz, said a 


band of “rebels” attacked the 


home of prefect (chief of police) 
Humberto Villar and .kidnaped 
him, 


Arce said rebels also attacked 
the homes of Wilfredo Lopez 
Villamil, chief of political con- 
trol, and his predecessor, Col. 
Claudio San Roman. 


San Roman said his assailants 
used tear gas in addition to guns 
but were driven off. 


It was announced that the 
MNR-dominated Chamber of De- 
puties had approved a state of 
siege at the request of the Gov- 
ernment, All public and private 
business operations were sus- 
pended. 


The MNR has held power 
since it led the successful re- 
volution against the military 


junta in April 1952 

The Falange is a rightist, na- 
tionalistic party, The MNKE is 
left of center. 


ISecretary Sa Says 
Talks Not Aimed 
at New Accords 


TAIPEI (UPI)—Secre- 
tary of State John Foster 
Dulles and President 
Chiang Kai-shek Wednes- 
day will continue their 
talks on mutual problems 
involved in defense against 
Communist China in the 
Taiwan Strait. 


American and Nationalist Chi- 
nese spokesmen disclosed little 
about Tuesday's opening Chiang- 
Dulles talks which lasted two 
and one half hotirs and were 
continued at dinner. 


But both governments em- 
phasized that a major purpose 
of the conferences is to reassess 
Sino-American political and 
military defenses against Pet 
ping aggression. 

A spokesman for Dulles said 
it was logical to assume they 
discussed resumption of U.S. 
naval convoys for Nationalist 
ships supplying the Quemoys. 

As they started the first of 
two days of talks on the crisis, 
the Nationalist Defense Ministry 
reported that the Red Chinese 
had opened another artillery 
bombardment of the offshore 
islands. 

The ministry said the Com- 
munists poured a total of 3,313 
shells into the Quemoys on this 
second day of renewed bombard- 
ment of the Quemoys after 15 
days of quiet. 

Joseph Greene, special assis- 
tant to Dulles, briefed newsmen 


cussions at Chiang’s mountain- 
top retreat near Taipei. He said 
he was not present at the talks, 
but was filled in afterward, 

Questioned whether Dulles 
proposed offshore island troop 
reduction, which Chiang op- 
poses, Greene said: 

“Mr. Dulles is not out here 
to twist anyone’s arm, apply 
any pressure or heat. That sort 
of thnig is not compatible with 
the mutual trust and confidence 
which governs our relations.” 

Dulles came here to discuss 
with Chiang and other leaders 
Ways to strengthen U.S.-Nation- 
alist Chinese relations. On this 
score, Greene told reporters that 
“the keynote of the talks was 
set in what Dulles said upon 
his arrival in Taipei this morn- 
ing.” 

This referred to Dulles’ state- 
ment that “our consultations 
are not aimed at reaching any 
hew agreement.” 

“We Hope through re-examina- 

tion further to ‘consolidate’ a 
relationship of mutual trust and 
confidence which is of immense 
value to all of the free world,” 
Dulles said. 
Greene expanded on _ this 
theme: “The talks are directed 
toward further strengthening 
through reassessment the very 
positive relationships (that 
exist) between the United States 
and the Republic of China.” 

“The talks started in a practi- 
cal way with a discussion of the 
present situation, military and 
political, which includes the 
Communists’ propaganda,” 

Greene refused to say whether 
the United States was keeping 
the Nationalists informed of the 
progress of the Warsaw talks 
between U.S. and Red Chinese 
ambassadors. He added that he 
did not know if the Warsaw 
talks were brought up at Tues-

Stop, Look, Listen 
Campaign Opens 


The Japan National Railway 
Corporation will launch a 10-day 
national campaign today to pre 
vent railroad crossing mishaps. 
The campaign will be an at 
tempt to drive home to the 
public time-honored traffic rules 
in textbook style. 

The best wavy to ensure safcty 
for traffic across railroads 
naturalivy is to build railway 
clearance paths under the 
tracks. But the construction 
cost for such clearances at a 
total of 41,874 crossings, inciud- 
ing 36.897 without guards, is 
prohibitive. Only 90 crossings 
are scheduled to be built in the 
near future at a cost of ¥12,500 
miltion. 

The most the authorities can 
do for the rest is to install auto 
matic alarms at unattended 
crossings and automatic shutters 
at attended crossings. 

Crossing accidents have risen 
from 3,207 in 1952 to 4,714 in 
1957. 

The increaSe Was due to the 
rise in the number of autos. 
The railwaymen blamed most of 
the accidents—up to 85 per cent 
—on drivers’ failure to “stop, 
look and listen.”

Two U.S, Government cancer 
specialists have offered $200,000 
to $500,000 annual grants to 
Japan, the Japan Anticancer 
Society announced yesterday, 

Dr. Stuart M. Sessoms and 
Dr. Kenneth M. Endicott of the 
(U.S.) National Cancer Institute 
at Bethesda, Md., made the offe1 
at their meeting Monday with 
executives of the Japan Anti- 
cancer Society. 

The two American specialists 
said they Wave been authorized 
by their Government te make 
the offer. The grants may be 
used for chemotherapy research 
purposes, they said, 

Sessoms and Endicott came to 
Japan early this month to study 
Japanese cancer research. They 
said they were impressed by 
Japan's discovery of various 
antibiotics effective against 
cancer.

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25 Pickets 
Hurt in Oji 
Mill Clash 


TOMAKOMAT (Kyodo)— 
Police and unionists clashed 
again yesterday at the strife- 
ridden Tomakomai mill of the 


| Oji Paper Co, 


Twenty-five unionists were re- 
ported injured in the one-hour 
scuffle. A union spokesman 
claimed that half a dozen police- 
men were also hurt. 

Barly yesterday, about 1,000 
members of the mill's militant 
first union picketed the en- 
trances to the mill in an attempt 
to prevent supply trains from 
entering the premises. 

Some 500 police charged the 
pickets after the unionists 
ignored repeated police warn- 
ings to disband. 

Shortly after noon, the pickets 
let five freight cars enter the 
compounds in compliance with 
a police request. The pickets, 
however, barred the cars from 
leaving the mill with their loads 
of paper rolls. 

In the morning clash, picket 
leader Katsuo Takata was ar- 
rested. 

Meanwhile, 18 paper pulp 
company workers unions com- 
prising 17,000 members staged 
a one-hour sympathy strike 
yesterday afternoon in support 
of the Oji unionists. 

The National Federation of 
Paper Pulp Industry Workers 
Union is scheduled to stage a 
second sympathy strike Noy, 14. 


Kodama Tickets to 
Be Sold Day Ahead 


A limited number of special 
express tickets for the “business 
express” Kodama will be made 
available to emergency passeng- 
ers one day ahead of departure 
date, the Japan National Rail- 
way Corporation announced 
yesterday. 

The measure became neces- 
sary because the “business ex- 
press” is so popular and special 
express tickets for the Kodama 
are usually sold out the day 
they go on sale two weeks in 
advance. 

Many persons, who suddenly 
find they must make a quick 
trip from Tokyo to Osaka or 
vice versa, have thus been un- 
able to make use of the new 
train. 

The JNR said yesterday that 
five second class express tickets 
and 13 third class express 
tickets will be withheld and sold 
at 1 p.m. of the day before de- 
parture for the benefit of such 
frustrated persons. Sales will 
be limited, however, to one 
ticket per person. 

The Kodama, which made its 
debut Oct. 1, has been dubbed 
the “business express” because 


it makes it possible for busy 
businessmen to make rush 
roundtrip between Tokyo and 
Osaka in a single day. 


Patrol Boats Rush 
To Aid Trapped Crew 


HIROSHIMA (Kyodo)—Four 
patrol boats vesterday sped to 
the rescue of four crew mem- 
bers of a small tanker which 
overturned after colliding with 
a chartered American LST in 
the Seto Inland Sea. 

The four, according to reports 
received by Maritime Safety 
Agency officials in Hiroshima. 
were believed to have been trap- 
ped in the capsized boat. They 
responded to tappings from out- 
side, the reports said, 

The 107-ton Horai Maru No. 1 
was carrying a crew of six in- 
cluding the skipper, when it 
rammed the 2,300-ton LST of 
the Beisen Unko Kaisha in To- 
Kyo off Ehime Prefecture 
around 6:10 a.m, 

The skipper was thrown over- 
board and was rescued by the 
LST, while one of the five trap- 
ped crew members escaped at 
11:59 a.m. 

Meanwhile, a plane chartered 
by ‘NHK to fly a_ television 
cameraman and reporter over 
the disaster scene made a safe 
belly landing at Matsuyama Alir- 
port yesterday afternoon after 
the wheels could not - be 
lowered, 

The plane, a de Havilland 
Dove of the All-Nippon Aijr- 
ways, ground to a screeching 
halt on a runway. The three 
aboard were unhurt,

when he finally plays his ace on 
the third round East will %e 
exhausted too. Therefore, when 
Fast gets in he will have no 
more of this suit to lead it to 
West, who has two established 
cards in it. But when South 
plays the ace on the first or 
second trick he is left unable to 
pick up the communication 
card; and thereby East-W est are 
able to win a total of four tricks 
in this suit. 


There would seem to be no 
use in ducking if East had four 
cards instead of three, because 
then West would have only four 
and all they could win is three 
tricks, 

Sometimes ducking is made 
not to block opponent's com- 
munication but to get your own 
communication with your par- 
tner. This is rare in practice, so 
when one makes the mistake of 
not doing it, it is very often 
overlooked and the mistake re- 
mains unseen,

The bidding was rather on the 
side of overbidding. But that 
was the way it went and since 
we are only taking up the play, 
let's accept it as it was. 

East opened with the eight of 
clubs, South (dummy) played 
low and West stepped up with 
the ace. Then West returned 
the queen, capturing dummy’s 
jack, but the trick went to 
North with the king. North led 
the 10 of hearts and East won 
with the ace. East led a third 
round of clubs, which went to 
the 10 in North, Declarer went 
to dummy with a spade, then 


finessed the dlamonds, Fast 


captured the queen, but then 
had no more clubs to lead to 
West. The bid was made with 
one over. What the defense 
won was one each in the red 
sults and one in clubs. 


However, if West had ducked 
in order to gain communication, 
the bid would have gone down. 
This is the way it works: East 
leads the eight of clubs. As 
West, you apply the rule of 11, 
(i.e., subtract eight from 11) 
and the answer is three. But 
vou see three cards higher than 
the eight in your own hand and 
one in dummy. Therefore 
West's eight can’t be a fourth- 
best lead; it must be a lead from 
the top of nothing. In other 
words, all higher cards above 
eight which are not seen are 


with North, West can hope 
Fast to have three cards: there- 
fore he must duck. But West 


must not play too low—his four 


would tell Fast not to continue 
the clubs. So West plays the 


nine or six, conveying the mes- 
sage to his partner to continue, 

Declarer is in with the 10 
of clubs. He leads the 10 of 
hearts and East wins it with 
the ace and shoots back the 
clubs as he was signaled to do. 
West must duck again and this 
time he plays the four, in order 
to complete the echo (high low). 


Declarer is in with the jack of 
clubs. He has to run the dia- 
monds, so he will try the dila- 
mond finesse. But this time 
when East catches the queen, 
East still has a club to lead to 
West, who can cash three tricis. 
Therefore the contract is set; 
one each in red suit and three 
in clubs make five tricks.

CHINA HOUSE now offers a 
welcome  alternative—horme 
cooked Cantonese meals that 
taste and look like mother used 
to make them, They carry such 
unpronounceable identification 
tags as Pochisamkaptaisanchon- 
chak, Montafukoku and Kay- 
houmchaulommonfu, The in- 
digestion may come in the 
ordering, not in the eating. 

P oc hisamkaptaisanchonchak, 
which the kids back home used 
to call Chak for short, is a meal 
in itself. It is a rice porridge 
cooked for eight hours into 
which are thrown pork intes- 
tines, meat balls, pork liver, 
conch shell. At table time the 
family adds fried wantan, onion 
and raw fish. This is the only 
Chinese dish using sashimi. 
Chak is like a good hamburger; 
it will always beat a mixed grill. 

Other Cantonese made-at- 
home dishes are montafukoku, 
sliced mushrooms and bamboo 
with stuffed pork in tofu or 
green peppers; kayhoum, very 
thin Hongkong rice noodles 
shrimps, egg, ginger, sesame 
seed and barbecued pork sweet- 
ened by Japanese pickles; haiyo. 
kchonkon, crabmeat, mush- 
rooms, broccoli and white bapy 
mushrooms; = sinlachimankel, 
chestnuts, mushrooms, and 
braised chicken, 


These are some of the dishes 
the Cantonese eat at home. There 
is a very good reason why these 
dishes are not on the China 
House menu, They require 
hours of preparation. Despite 
the Chinese restaurants’ 400 
items menus, it takes the chefs 
only a few minutes to throw 
each dish together,

Restricts 
Textiles 


The Belgian Government has 
tightened restrictions on im- 
portation of Japanese textile 
goods, according to a report re- 
ceived by the Foreign Office 
from Japanese Ambassador to 
Brussels Eiji Wajima, 


Japanese secondary textile 
goods are now subject to Bel- 
gian Government approval be- 
fore they can be imported into 
that country. 


Wajima reported that the ac- 
tion was taken Oct. 5 


Secondary textile goods in- 
clude handkerchiefs, table 
cloths, shawls, clothings and 


underwear. 


They had previously been im- 
ported freely into Belgium. 


According to Wajima’s re- 
port, the Belgian Government 
restricted the import of second- 
ary textile products because of 
an alleged fluctuation in the 
prices of these goods. 


However, Foreign Office 
sources here believed that the 
rmeasure was taken due to an in- 
crease in Japanese exports to 
Belgium and a decrease in re- 
exports to Belgian colonies.

in the world. Peiping has no 
navy. It has no comparable air 
force. There is not the slightest 


indication that they are mount 
ing a force to conquer Taiwan. 
As a military problem, the Al- 
lied landing in Normandy in 
the second World War was easy 
as compared with what it would 
take to knock out the 7th Fleet 
and land on Taiwan. 

This is, as it used to be fash- 
ionable to say, 4&@ position of 
strength upon which American 
policy should be based. What 
is the objective of our policy? 
In the last analysis it is to pre- 
serve Taiwan's independence 
from the mainiand, to preserve 
it as an independent center of 
non-Communist Chinese culture 


and to keep it militarily neu- 
tralized., 

Now, the fact is that both 
Chinas, Mao's China and 


Chiang’s China, are in principle 
opposed to such a two-China 
settlement. Neither will now 
agree to it. But that does not 
mean that it is not the best solu. 
tion and that it will not in the 
course of time be accepted. Even 
if it is not formally agreed to, 
the United States. has che power 
to maintain a two-China policy 
de facto. For Mao cannot in- 
vade Taiwan and Chiang can- 
not invade the mainiand. In 
terms of the power politics 
which underlie the whole prob- 
lem, a separate Taiwan, unen- 
tangled on the mainland and its 
offshore islands, is for the time 
being as feasible as it is de- 


sirable, 
7 7 . 

What is far from clear is 
whether Taiwan, which cannot 
be conquered from the main- 
land, will by an internal revo- 
lution decide to join the main- 
land. This is what the Red Chi- 
nese are proposing, and all their 
hopes of absorbing Taiwan rest 
on this idea. 

There are some who have 
been in Taiwan and believe that 
after a bad start the Chiang 
regime is doing rather well, and 
that it may survive Chiang him- 
self. They may be right. For 
myself, 1 do not know, though 
I have always supposed that our 
entanglement with Chiang and 
his excessively enthusiastic 
friends here at home would end 
in a disaster. In this disaster, 
brought on by some kind of 
foolishness like that at Quemoy, 
there would be a deal by Chi- 
nese politicians who have more 
to gain from Peiping than from 
Washington. 

If this is not to happen, it can 
best be avoided by insisting that 
Chiang concentrate on the de- 
velopment of Taiwan, renounc- 
ing his illusions about the main- 
land, ceasing to waste his re- 
sources in places like Quemoy, 
and then reducing his army to 
a size suitable for the internal 
security of Taiwan itself. If 
that were to happen, there 
might be a fair chance that Tai- 


wan will maintain its inde- 
pendence,

Police Bill Issue

| wish to commend you for 
the restraint you showed in re- 
plying to the intemperate letter 
of the alleged EUROPEAN 
JOURNALIST in your issue of 
Oct. 18. The letter hardly 
warranted publication. To use 
its own elegant expression, it 
made one feel like “puking” at 
its obvious hypocrisy and syn- 
thetic indignation, 

[f the writer is really a Eu- 
ropean, he knows that every 
democratic country in Europe 
gives its police powers which 
exceed those in the proposed 
revision of the Police Law, in 
order to safeguard democratic 
security. Neither England nor 
Switzerland, to use two exam- 
ples of highly democratic coun- 
tries, would permit the massed 
violence and flouting of law or- 
ganized by the Japan Teachers 
Union and stadents’ union. 


The writer of the letter 
should know that under the 
“clear and present danger” 


clause, the U.S. Government can 
arrest subversives who are not 
even as obstreperous as your 
correspondent’s friends. As for 
India, so much admired by peo- 
ple of his kidney, its Law of 
Preventive Arrest gives the 
police and Government the 
power to arrest and hold in- 


dividuals without.even formally 
bringing charges. 

Yet | am confident that your 
allegedly EUROPEAN JOUR- 
NALIST, who has not the cour- 
age of his confusion and hides 
behind anonymity, would not 
hurl such nasty epithets at the 
Indian regime which is con- 
siderably less democratic than 
the Japanese. 

I find it highly significant 
that the police bill is not being 
discussed on its merits. The 
shocking events which make its 
consideration highly pertinent 
are ignored. The only argu- 
ment, if one is to dignify it by 
calling it an argument, is that 
the powers it gives the police 
may be abused. Of course any 
power may be abused. Even 
language and freedom of the 
press may be abused as it is 
by our alleged EUROPEAN 
JOURNALIST. 

Shall we therefore deprive 
ourselves of speech? Every 
existing law may be abused. Is 
that an argument for anarchy 
or for intelligent law-making? 
The essence of intelligence is 
to present and consider alterna- 
tives in meeting a_ situation. 
But this is what opponents of 
the police biil have so far fail- 
ed to do.

Is it not strange that with 
this one disease of alcoholism 
we allow complete freedom to

ease? And this promotion is 
carried on openly for the sole 
purpose of profit. In other 
words we are allowing certain 
individuals a free hand in pro- 
moting, in any way they choose, 


a business that definitely, logi- oa 


cally, and naturally 
this disease. 

One ad of a certain whisky 
that we see often reads; “‘More 
people throughout the world 


increases 


enjoy—than any other import- ' 


ed whisky.” I suggest that the 
ad should be changed to read: 


ls a Disease 


“More people throughout the 
world are carried along the 
road to alcoholism by—than by 
any other imported whisky.” 
Why not require our liquor ad- 
vertisers to tell the whole truth 
about their whisky? 

This disservice to our society 
is not limited to so-called “mod- 
erate drinkers,” but is carried 
on to urge “problem drinkers” 
to drink more, and to induce 
teen-agers to begin drinking. It 
is doubtful whether any other 
persons in our country are 
creating a greater detriment to 
our society than the individuals 
engaged directly and indirectly 
in the advancement of alcoholic 
drinking.

Peiping Wants Unrest, Not War

HONGKONG — While shells 
have been bursting over the lit- 
tle island of Quemoy, the Pei- 
ping Government has, at its own 
suggestion, sat down to talks in 
Warsaw, designed to bring hos- 
tilities to a close. What, one 
asks, does Peiping hope to 
achieve by its guns and by the 
peace talks? Its declared pur 
poses are an unreliable guide to 
its real intentions, but one 
should, by an analysis of its 
words and actions, be able to 
arrive at a more correct esti- 
mate of its ultimate aim. This 
we attempt to do here. 


It does not appear that Pei- 
ping envisages immediate war. 
Certainly, the whole country is 
being geared for war; the indus- 
trial drive has as its purpose 
the building up of military 
strength: a large part of the 
army is being trained and equip- 
ped with modern weapons, but 
all these are long-term prepara- 
tions. So, too, is the regimenta- 
tion of the whole population by 
means of the communes—now 
extended to the towns—and the 
universal military service as 
well as organized gymnastics for 
old and young. 


Indeed the upheaval caused by 
the introduction of the com- 
munes could scarcely have been 
contemplated if there was & 
chance of war in the near future. 
A militia is being recruited and 
trained in every corner of the 
country, but this seems to be 
designed to prevent any out- 
break among the people, rather 
than to face a foreign enemy. 


It is significant that the papers 
carry pictures of militia work- 
ing in the fields with their rifles 
stacked near them. It appears 
that the outward show of hos- 
tility, the guns and the threats 
are meant to keep the nerves 
of people in Taiwan on edge, 
and not to be the first shots in 
a shooting war. They have been 
accompanied by an intensifica- 
tion of the broadcasting of mes- 
sages from persons on the main- 
land to friends on Taiwan. 


That Communist China desires 
ardently to see Taiwan is evl- 
dently true. This objective has 
been kept before the public mind 
since the regime established it- 
self, and newspapers constantly 
remind their readers of the facts 
of history, but facts carefully 
selected from the records: the 
first contact of China with Tai- 
wan, the extension of Chinese 
sovereignty over the island, the 
heroic Gen. Cheng Ch’eng-kung, 
who in the 17th century held 
the island against the Manchus 
who had conquered China (but 
the curlous resemblance of Gen. 
Cheng to Gen. Chiang Kai-shek 
is not pointed out), the Japanese 
seizure of the island, (but noth- 
ing of its consequent moderniza- 
tion), the Cairo conference 
which decided on the return of 
the island to China, (but with- 
out mention of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment which signed). 


The present conflict is, we are 
told, nobody’s business for it is 
purely an internal affair of 
China’s; yet it is, somehow, at 
the same time, an act of aggres- 
sion by the United States. The 
ceasefire at Quemoy is not really 
a ceasefire, for China is not at 
war with the United States. One 
need not trouble to try to find 
some sense in this rigmarole, 
but one must recognize the de- 
termination to nourish the 
hatred of the people for Amer- 
ica, and the desire to maintain 
the threat against Taiwan. 

The hatred for the United 
States is very real and expresses 
itself in the most vitriolic abuse 
of that country,and of Dulles, 
for the United States stands hbe- 
tween the mainland and Taiwan. 
This hatred is extended to all 
who acknowledge the regime of 
Chiang Kai-shek, and no doubt 
it is this that earns for Japan 
abuse on every possible occa- 
sion, 

The diplomatic statement of 
the Foreign Minister on the Tai- 
wan Straits was interpreted as 
a sign that “he was willing to 
support the American gang- 
sters;” the flag-burning incident 
on Oct. 10 was attributed by the 
Kuang Ming Daily to the Kishi 
Government, as though it were 
an official act, It is true that 


to find 


Peiping’s loves and hates cover 
the world: De Gaulle is de- 
nounced in violent terms and 
an Algerian government had no 
sooner proclaimed itself in 
Cairo, than it was recognized 
by Peiping. But, if Peiping 
adopts the Communist line else- 
where in the world, it has a 
strong line of its own in the 
Taiwan Straits. 

Why, then, the talks in War- 
saw? Their failure seemed a 
foregone conclusion, ae both 
parties seemed to recognize. Yet 
it is no small thing for Peiping 
itself negotiating with 
the most powerful nation in the 
world: this is a recognition that 
Communist China is a world 
power. (Here, one cannot re- 
frain from pointing out that all 
this trouble about Quemoy, the 
guns and threats and peace 
talks, as well as the loves and 
hates, can be explained if one 
postulates in Peiping what psy- 
chologists call an_ inferiority 
complex; this hypothesis will be 
found to give meaning tc every 
move of the regime.) 


America, in accepting Chou 
En-lai's suggestion of the talks, 
made it clear that they were 
not to be long drawn out: the 
question would, if necessary, be 
taken to the United Nations. 


Now, nothing could please 
Peiping more: they would ne- 
cessarily be asked to state their 
case before the United Nations 
and thus they would find them- 
selves at last face to face with 
their Taiwan rivals before the 
world tribunal! 


Tt is not for us to suggest 
what the solution of the Tai- 
wan Straits conflict may be, 
whether it is worked out in 
Warsaw or in the United Na- 
tions or elsewhere. That the 
United States may have been 
unwise in the past policy which 
has placed them in their present 
predicament may be true, but 
thev cannot now withdraw from 
the position they have taken 
up. We are more concerned 
here with Peiping’s policy, 


There again we must say that 
it is inconceivable that the 
claim on Taiwan will be aban- 
doned, but it does not follow 
that it will be pressed by arms, 
at least in the immediate future: 
what may happen next year, or 
later, we cannot guess. 


At present the Communist 
bloc does not want war, and 
Communist China in particular 
does not want war. What she 
can get, short of war, she will 
take, and apart from that Pel- 
ping will strive to maintain un- 
rest in the Taiwan Straits, 
though all the world may desire 
some form of pacification,
